Oh, and all the hours spent in filing and refiling 
lawsuits (and then appealing the decision) for the past 15 years 
would have been eliminated.

*** The Elba Tigers saw their record move to 4-5 last week (1-1 
in area play) after a win over Highland Home and a loss to Genev 
County. The win over the Flying Squadron was a sweet one for the 
Tigers after a 13-2 loss at Highland Home earlier in the season, and 
a bright spot in the win was the pitching of sophomore Steven 
Driggers. Driggers set down the Highland Home batters in order in 
four of the seven innings he pitched, and allowed only three earned 
runs as he limited the hard-hitting Squadron to only five hits. The 
youthful Tiger pitcher did allow seven free passes on five walks and 
two hit batters, but he picked up the win and solidified his spot as 
the #2 starter in the Elba rotation. The Tigers matched Geneva 
County in hits with seven in last week’s area loss to the Bulldogs, 
but never came up with the big hit at the right time and stranded 
eight runners on base as they were shut-out for only the second time 
this season, The key to the shut-out was the fact 11 Tiger batters 
struck out, including six strike-outs with runners on base. The seven 
hits was a sign the Tigers have begun to swing the bats better. 
However, getting the hits at the right time is more important than 
just getting hits, and when the Tigers can combine their hitting with 
some key hits, the runs will score and wins will add up. 

*** The Elba Lady Tigers outscored Geneva County 8-7 last 
week to enter spring break with a 5-6 record. The Lady Tigers got 
off to a slow 0-4 start that had the coaches, players and their fans 
wondering what was wrong. However, since that slow start the Lady 
Tigers have won five of their next seven games, with the only loss- 
es to 2A power Flomaton and 4A Geneva, Elba will need to improve 
on its productivity at the plate and score more runs if the wins are to 
continue to come, and must also shore up a leaky defense that at 
times helps its opponents score runs.

In 
the past many high school football teams went toa camp, but under 
the new rule the teams may attend a camp and still have days left to 
compete in some type of competition. The only equipment allowed 
will be helmets; which means many schools will now host “seven 
on seven” competition to give their teams’ the chance to work on 
both offense and defense; A change that all baseball coaches were 
happy to see was one that will allow players to participate in a 
throwing program three weeks prior to the beginning of practice. No 
bats will be allowed at the work-outs, but pitchers and other players 
will get the opportunity to get their arms in shape before actual prac- 
tice begins. A change that all football fans will notice next season 
was one that mandated all high school football. games will begin at 
7:00 PM. Last season many teams kicked off at 7:00, while most 
waited and started the games at 7:30. The earlier starting times will 
get the players, band members; cheerleaders and fans home a little 
earlier. However, it will also dictate those same people having to 
leave earlier to make the kickoff. 1 think the time should have been 
left up to the schools, but then again it is rare for the fans to be con- 
sidered when changes are made. 

*** The AHSAA mailed out its bulletin recently and inside was 
revealed the fact that a total of 28 schools across the state had been 
fined a total of $7;550 for various rule violations. Area schools that 
drew the wrath of the state included Andalusia, for an altercation in 
football in which Players left the sidelines; Daleville, for using an 
ineligible player in football; and Ariton, for using two ineligible 
players, I guess there is little doubt the state really does keep an eye 
on the schools, and hits them where it hurts the most - in the check- 
book!

has toxic effects 


In recognition of National 
Poison Prevention Week, March 
20-26, 2005, the Alabama 
Department of Public Health, 
Tobacco Prevention and Control 
Division is alerting the public 
about ways to prevent childhood 
poisoning. Cigarettes and 
Cigarette butts may poison chil- 
dren who ingest them, 

The American Association of 
Poison Control Centers 
(AAPCC) receives almost 8,000 
reports of potentially toxic 
exposures to tobacco. products 
among children aged..6. years 
and younger in the United 
States, Most cases of nicotine 
poisoning among children result 
from their ingestion of ciga- 
rettes or cigars. According toa 
study by the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention and the 
Rhode Island Department of 
Health, children in households 
where cigarettes are smoked in 
their presence were four times 
more likely to ingest cigarettes 
or cigarette butts than in house- 


holds where smoking does not 
occur around children, Most 
ingestions happen in homes 
where children are exposed to 
secondhand smoke and where 
cigarettes and ashtrays were 
kept within reach of children. 

Adults who smoke in the 
home may not be aware of the 
danger of cigarettes and ciga- 
rette butts to children. “Children 
aged 6- 24 months old are 
actively exploring their environ- 
ment and often put things into 
their mouths, It is yery impor- 
tant that parents and caregivers 
store tobacco products out of the 
reach of children always, and 
that they do not smoke around 
children because of the associat- 
ed health hazards,” said Sherifat 
Ortega, Tobacco Prevention and 
Control Coordinator Southeast 
Alabama. 

While minor toxic clinical 
effects may occur such as vom- 
iting, nausea, lethargy, gagging, 
and a pale or flushed appear- 
ance, severe toxicity among

started by children-the leading 
cause of fire-related deaths 
among children aged less than 5 
years.

Effective with.next monthly billing 
Elba W & E Board approves 
slight increase in water rates

The Elba Water and Electric 
Board met Monday evening 
and voted unanimously for a 
modest raise in water’ rates 
effective with the next monthly 
billing. Elba water rates were 
last increased in January of 
2003. Rural water ‘rates were 
last increased in April 2001. 

Under the new schedule the 
minimum water bill for the first 
2,500 gallons will be $8.50. 
That is up 50¢. 

The next 2,500. gallons: will 
cost $3.25 per 1,000 gallons, up 
from $3.00. The next 3,000 gal- 
lons go up only 20¢ per thou- 
sand gallons. 

All usages over one million 
gallons will go up on five cents 
per thousand gallons. 

Rural. water rates were also 
increased with the first: 2,500 
gallons going up from $10.15 
to $10.50. The second 1,000 
gallons. will cost $3.75 per 
thousand, up from $3.50. All 
monthly water usage over 
20,000 gallons will cost $2.40, 
up from $2.30. 


During Elba Cit 


The board. discussed a rec- 
ommend increase in electric 
rates but tabled the matter over 
some confusion with details of 
the proposal. It will be dis- 
cussed again next month. 
Meanwhile actual cost increas- 
es will be reflected in the fuel 
adjustment portion of the utility 
bills. 

In other business. the board 
members reviewed the monthly 
financial reports. These showed 
an increase in electric usage 
and a decrease-in water usage, 
Expenses were up, in part to 
system improvements.
